DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Miss Carrie Ff. Emmons, 'l'eacher. Both terms were character- 
ized by mutual regard and confidence between teacher and pupils, and 
diligence and success in study. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Miss Ida M. Perkins Teacher. [or various reasons your com- 
mittee failed to visit this school. 


DISTRICT NO, 4. 


Misses 1. Belle Sargent and Cora I. Sargent Teachers. This 
school has received a considerable increase in the number of schol- 
ars, by additions to the territory of the district. A considerable 
nuinber of the scholars are well advanced in their studies. The 
studiousness and ambitious efforts of these helped give character to 
the school work, and stimulated the younger. scholars. Examina- 
tions showed good results. 


DISTRICT NO. 5 


Miss Anna L. Walker Teacher. This teacher exhibited much 
ability and perseverance in her efforts to produce a first-class school 
with a very small number of scholars. The interest and progress 
were good. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
Miss Ida M. Danforth and Mrs. Ada M. Farnum Teachers. ‘This 


school affords a sharp trial to a teachers patience and skill by reason 
of the number of scholars, especially the large number of young

scholars, and the disorderly tendencies of many of them. In the 
record of the Summer term, taught by Miss Danforth I find regis- 
tered seventeen scholars, less than ten years of age. A good degree 
of success was achieved during this term however. Toward the end 
of the school year the number of older scholars increased, and dis- 
orderly tendencies were not as perfectly repressed as could be desired, 
yet much good work was done. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Misses Carrie Wallis and Emma H. Walker Teachers. At tho 
close of the Summer term many scholars were absent. Those pres- 
ent appeared to have done good work. The second term was very 
successful. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Miss Nettie F. Currier ‘Teacher. ‘The surroundings and the ma- 
terial afforded in the scoolars all were favorable for a good school, 
and the teacher very skillfully made the most of all advantages, and 
achieved success of the happiest kind. 


DISTRICT NO, 9. 
Misses Mary L. Jackson and Amber I. Langley Teachers. Miss 
Jackson made a pleasant beginning of her work as a teacher, and 


the school was characterized by quietness and industry during the 
year. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 
Miss Kate E. Currier Teacher. It is difficult to pass upon the 
merits of a handful of scholars, in the midst of such dilapidated 


surroundings, considered as a school. Considerable progress was 
made in different studies. 


District No. 2. has ceased to exist, it having been annexed 
to District No. 4.

Your committee was somewhat perplexed as to the status of 
several teachers who applied for certificates the past year.

Some were given certificates, who failed in answering ques- 
tions at examination, in view of the facts that they had taught 
several terms with reputed success, and held certificates from 
other committees. Their failures were attributed therefore to 
diffidence, but the experience of the year shows that in a few 
cases they were caused by real deficiencies. With such knowl- 
edge as the committee now has, he could not renew some certifi- 
cates granted the past year. 

The funds available for educational purposes are far too 
scanty at best, but these are frequently subject to large wastes, 
by reason of incompetency in teachers, and want of co-opera- 
tion by parents. More care should be exercised in the election 
of prudential committees. If possible let one be found in each 
district who has an intelligent idea of what the school requires, 
and no ‘axe to grind.’’ The idea of a long school should be 
held as of secondary importance, and that of a good school as 
essential before all else. Financial closeness in dealing with 
teachers, often results in wholesale waste of school money. An 
earnest effort.should be made to secure teachers who have not 
merely a passable, but also a thorough knowledge of the sub- 
jects to be taught, and also considerable maturity of mind and 
general culture. 

The General Laws require the teacher to fill and return the 
school register at the end of each term, and the prudential com- 
mittee to pay the teacher, only on the presentation of a certifi- 
cate from the Superintending Committee, that such return has 
been made. These requirements have been ignored for the sake 
of accommodating teachers, your committee consenting thereto, 
but in view of the years experience it appears best that pruden- 
tial committees strictly require such certificates the coming 
year, and your committee recommends that such certificates be 
given only when after examination his successors shall find all 
the blanks for the term properly filled.
